One patient is a judge. Another is a 21-year- 
old whose medical odyssey was chronicled in 
a documentary A third is a teacher. 

They are among five people fortunate to 
have received restored lives through lung 
transplants during a record-breaking day for 
the procedure in Illinois. 

In about 25 hours on May 8 and 9, teams at 
Loyola University Medical Center performed 
a staggering five lung transplants. No other 
medical center in Illinois has performed that 
many lung transplants in such a short time. 

It remains unclear whether another hospital 
in the US. has done so, but five is the average 
number of lung transplants performed every 
day across the entire US., according to statis- 
tics from United Network for Organ Sharing. 

The surgeries occurred as a result of the 
spontaneous availability of the organs and 
Loyola’s capacity to handle that many trans- 
plants when the organs were donated, said 
Dr. Jeffrey Schwartz, Loyola’s surgical direc- 
tor of lung transplantation, who performed

two of the five surgeries. 

“This was unique, just with the sheer vol- 
ume and the number of surgeons involved,” 
Schwartz said Wednesday He called it “a real 
monumental effort, but Loyola’s open 24/7, so 
they’re used to working through the night.” 

Schwartz’ rough estimate was that the 
schedules of 31 doctors, nurses and other spe- 
cialists — many of whom were not on call— had 
to be coordinated to perform the surgeries. 
Four of those surgeries occurred simultane- 


ously in two operating rooms, Schwartz said. 

Julie D’Agostino, 21, of Elmhurst, was one 
of the two patients Schwartz operated on. 
Suffering from cystic fibrosis, a life-threaten- 
ing buildup of mucus in the lungs, D’Agostino 
received her first lung transplant in 2011 at 
Loyola, and her ordeal was told in a 40 -min- 
ute documentary, “Miracle on South Street.” 

One year after that surgery, her body began 
rejecting the lungs, and she was placed on a 
waiting list. Experts said her immune system 
would reject 99 percent of donor lungs. 

But a lung match was found last week, and 
she underwent surgery May 9 to replace one 
of her failing lungs. On Wednesday, doctors 
said she was doing well. D’Agostino was en- 
couraged because, she said, she felt much 
better after this surgery than after her first 
procedure. 

“I feel good, really really good,” said 
D’Agostino, seated in her hospital room. 
“It feels like me, like that’s how things were 
supposed to be, and that’s how lungs should 
work. They seem normal to me again.” 


Like many lung recipients, she said she 
feels pressure not “to sit around my whole 
life, waiting like I was waiting for new lungs. 
So, I’m going to find something, and I want 
everyone to be happy for me that she used 
these lungs the best way that she could, and 
I hope I do.” 

Dr. Daniel Dilling, Loyola’s medical direc- 
tor of lung transplantation, treats patients 
before and after surgery The critical concern 
for many recipients, he said, is the body’s re- 
jection of the lungs and infection, which can 
take months or years to develop. 

Immediate prospects for the five patients 
are encouraging. Some were sitting up having 
coffee with family a few hours after surgery 
Dilling said. They were expected to start leav- 
ing the hospital Thursday 

“When it goes well, it goes reaUy well,” 
Dilling said. “Patients return to work. They 
return to full-time child care. They can return 
to golfing and going to church and the full 
complement of what life has to offer. That’s 
what we look at as the goal.”

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The CTA says complaints about strollers in priority seating are down, scottstrazzante/tribunefile 


Stroller complaints down

The CTA is making progress cracking down 
on strollers that take up space in priority seat- 
ing on buses, CTA president Forrest Claypool 
said Wednesday 

Stroller complaints were down 6o percent 
in the six months after the CTA introduced 
an information campaign in November 2012 
to remind riders that priority seating is in- 
tended for the elderly and riders with disabili- 
ties, Claypool said. 

There were six complaints about strollers 
in priority seating in the six months after the 
campaign launched, compared with 15 com- 
plaints in the six months prior to the cam- 
paign, the CTA said. 

In 2012, bus drivers began passing out fli- 
ers to riders with strollers to remind them 
that open strollers are allowed to be parked in 
priority seating but must move if a rider with 
a disability or a senior citizen needs the seat. 


Use of smaller strollers is encouraged. 

Rider complaints about priority seating in 
general were down 21 percent, from 43 com- 
plaints in the six months prior to the campaign 
to 34 complaints in the six months after it. 

“We are monitoring {priority seating] 
closely” Claypool said at the monthly CTA 
board meeting after a rider complained about 
regularly encountering strollers in priority 
seating. “We believe we are making progress.” 

» The CTA will survey nearly 84,000 riders this 
spring to learn how satisfied they are with 
their commute, CTA spokeswoman Tammy 
Chase said Wednesday. The agency said it will 
hand out nearly 4,000 of these surveys at 
bus stops and train stations in June. 

» The CTA board Wednesday approved a mea- 
sure to continue running the No. 10 bus route, 
which travels between Michigan Avenue and 
the Museum of Science and Industry, for at 
least two more years.

Thousands flee as 
wildfire rages on 


SAN DIEGO More than 20 structures, includ- 
ing several homes, burned to the ground and 
thousands of people were ordered to evacuate 
Wednesday as a wildfire roared out of control 
in Carlsbad, Calif 

The fire, which erupted before ii a.m. in 
Carlsbad, about 25 miles north of San Diego, 
quickly became the most pressing battle for 
crews fighting flames across the region amid 
soaring temperatures and Santa Ana winds. 

“The safety and security of the community 
is our top priority, and all available resources 
are being deployed,” the city of Carlsbad said 
in a statement on its website.

Well, we knew Dominick’s wasn’t coming 
back. But plenty of other restaurants and 
food trucks are gearing up to participate in 
Taste of Chicago, July 9-13 in Grant Park. 

City officials Wednesday announced the 
names of 66 participating food vendors, a mix 
of 36 restaurants that will serve food for the 
festival’s five-day run, 13 pop-up restaurants 
that will appear for one or two days and 17 food 
trucks, which will be at the Taste site on a ro- 
tating basis (ii trucks will be there each day). 

The number of participants is up from last 
year, when a combined 60 restaurants, pop-ups 
and food trucks participated. After closing all 
its Chicago-area stores late last year, Domi- 
nick’s Finer Foods, a fixture at Taste since 1993, 
will be absent. In its place wiU be Mariano’s; 
the upscale grocer will operate a Taste booth 
for five days and will run the cooking-demon- 
stration area “In the Kitchen With Mariano’s.” 

And after a two-year hiatus from Taste of 
Chicago, Manny’s Coffee Shop will return, 
meaning that barbecued turkey legs — one of 
the most popular food items at Taste and the 


dish that critics of Taste love to hate— will be 
back. Owner Ken Raskin says that Tim Mc- 
Givern, who introduced the barbecued turkey 
leg to Taste in 1981, will serve as a consultant 
to Manny’s during Taste. 

Another iconic foodstuff will be featured 
at Taste, but for the first time. Big Cheese 
Poutinerie, a Calgary-based restaurant whose 
only U.S. location is in Chicago, will be dish- 
ing up poutine (fries covered in cheese curds 
and gravy) in traditional and creative form. 

Other new participants (22 of the 66 partic- 
ipants are first-timers) will include Chicago’s 
Dog House, Lawrence’s Fisheries, M Burger, 
The Savoy and Spritz Burger. New pop-up 
restaurants will include Brasserie by LM, Ka- 
mehachi, Mayan Sol Latin Grill, Restaurant 
Veneno de Nayarit and Stan’s Donuts & Cof- 
fee. Harold’s Chicken, which for many years 
had a booth at Taste, will return this year as a 
food truck, along with newcomers Bridgeport 
Pasty, Chicago Lunchbox, Ms. Tittle’s Cup- 
cakes and Windy City Patty Wagon.

While most films in last month’s Chicago Latino Film Festival took 
audiences around the world, three movies kept things very close to 
home. 

‘Albert,” “Mi Princesa” and “For the Love of Mom” were the only 
Chicago-made films chosen for the International Latino Cultural Cen- 
ter’s annual festival. While each was created by a native Chicagoan, 
they address very different aspects of the city and life as a Latino. Here 
are the filmmakers’ stories. 


‘For the Love of Mom’ 

For most of his life, Mike Oquendo’s success has been measured in 
laughs. While many of this class clown’s Wrigleyville school days were 
spent in the principal’s office, the 48 -year-old now is the producer and 
host of The Mikey O Comedy Show 

With hundreds of people coming to shows each weekend, Oquendo 
has built strong community relationships and hosts fundraisers when- 
ever he can. He recently raised $8,800 for a computer lab through 
what he dubbed the “Look {Bleep} Up” campaign. 

“I’ve always felt that it’s impossible to make money from the people 
that are sitting in the seats and only be there when you need them,” 
Oquendo said. 

Nevertheless, it was strange for Oquendo, who doesn’t watch graph- 
ic movies, to make a documentary about the effects of violence on vic- 
tims’ mothers. 

“When you’re in this business and you are used to laughter, it’s very 
difficult to imagine somebody never laughing again,” he said. “When I 
... would watch the news in the morning or come home from a show 
and hear, ‘four shot, nine shot, two shot, three shot,’ that {bleep} would 
always freeze me. ... Where are we, and when did this become accept- 
able?” 

That was when he connected with two mothers, Myrna Roman and 
Diana Aguila, via Twitter. As the subjects of “For the Love of Mom,” 
they tell the agonizing stories of the day their children were shot and 
killed. Roman lost her son, Manuel “Manny” Roman, when he was 
23 years old; Aguila’s daughter, Aliyah Shell, was just 6. 

“I explained to these moms why I was doing this, and this is the rea- 
son I was doing it: Latino men, and I don’t want to speak of any other 
culture, but Latino men, we are the ultimate mama’s boy” Oquendo 
said. “We could kill 10 people and our mother would visit us in jail every 
single day as if we didn’t kill anybody If I could show them what hap- 
pens to their mothers when they commit these crimes ... I know that I 
can take the toughest and most hardened criminal and shut him down.” 

And Oquendo has seen it happen. For the 27 minutes that audiences 
at local churches and schools hear Roman and Aguilar share their sto- 
ries on film, the rooms are silent— no matter the neighborhood. 

Oquendo promised Roman and Aguilar that no one would profit from 
“For the Love of Mom” — and that vow has been kept. Copies of the film 







are given away free, though Oquendo will ac- 
cept $1.50 donations— he just asks that those 
watching the movie show it to children as well. 
Any profits go toward making additional cop- 
ies or are donated to another organization. 

The film was mainly created by volunteers, 
who also were affected by the process. Jose 
“Poet lasel” Gonzalez, who recites a poem in 
the film’s first scene, said the movie changed 
his life— especially because he grew up in 
Humboldt Park and Logan Square. 

“To me it’s gratifying that I’m giving back 
to the neighborhood,” Gonzalez said. “I’m 
letting the youth know that there are adults 
out there who really care.” 

‘Albert* 

Though ‘Albert” writer and director Alonzo 
Alcaraz considers Oquendo a big influence 
in his career, their two films couldn’t be more 
different. 

The 36 -year-old Bridgeport native’s back- 
ground lies in the Chicago Latino comedy 
scene; he spent several years doing improv 
and sketch comedy His sketch group, ESL, 
boasted the tagline: “English as a second lan- 
guage, comedy as a first language.” 

“Most of my comedy is very universal, very 
general,” Alcaraz said. “I don’t like to exclude 
people from the joke because I think you 
make a bigger impact that way” 

‘Albert,” which originally was written as 
a full-length feature, is a reflection of that 
mindset. The romantic comedy follows a 
young man who attempts to move past a 
breakup with the support of his womanizing 
buddies. It’s the universal tale of trying to find 
love— either forever, or just for the night. 

Due to creative differences with produc- 
ers, it was decided that the feature wasn’t go- 
ing in the right direction and the project was 
abandoned. But Alcaraz couldn’t leave behind 
the script that had garnered so much interest. 
He made the decision to rewrite his script as a 
short, and it has evolved into a trilogy of short 
films, each focusing on a different character. 
The next installment, “Lex,” premieres Sunday 

“There’s also a bigger intention in terms of 
my work. I don’t like to bear this cross about 
my color or my background or my national- 
ity,” Alcaraz said. “In a sense I also wanted 
to represent something different. I think as 
a minority, we’re marginalized a little bit be- 
cause traditionally especially as actors, we’re 
not offered the same types of roles that non- 


minorities are.” 

Though Eddie Martinez, who played the 
lead, Albert, has had roles in films like “The 
Dilemma” and “The Break-up,” Alcaraz’s 
project gave him a unique experience. 

“I think there’s a lot of work to do {in Hol- 
lywood] though. There’s still stories we need 
to tell from our own perspective,” Martinez 
said. “I would have never gotten the opportu- 
nity to be in a lead in a film like this if it wasn’t 
for Alonzo.” 

Miguel Nunez, who plays Lex, said he was 
attracted to the project because of Alcaraz’s 
desire to make a relatable film. 

“It’s a universal story about guys just being 
guys, doing guy things,” Nunez said. “He did 
not just write a movie about Latino guys be- 
ing thugs and living in the ghetto. That’s been 
done too much.” 

That approach resonated with Chicago La- 
tino Eilm Eestival audiences; the hometown 
pic took home one of two prizes awarded at 
the April festival: audience choice for best 
short. 

“The people that were there responded 
well to it, and that probably meant more than 
having a panel of judges tell you that your 
movie was good,” Alcaraz said of the win. 


‘Mi Princesa’ 

The festival’s only Second City-made, feature- 
length film represented both sides of writer, 
director and producer Carlos Jimenez Elores: 
the city of Chicago and the island nation of 
Puerto Rico. 

Jimenez Elores, 45, wasn’t always aware of 
his Chicago roots; his family moved to Puerto 
Rico when he was just a toddler, returning 
when he was 8 years old. He still holds a lot of 
pride for both homes, a responsibility he took 
on in “Mi Princesa.” 

“I love Chicago. Chicago is home. I’m tired 
of Chiraq. It’s a big city but we’re more than 
that. ... Why do we always have to highlight 
the negative?” Jimenez Elores said. “Puerto 
Rico has a bad reputation similar to Chicago’s 
reputation. That doesn’t represent Puerto 
Rico completely” 

The film opens by highlighting Chicago’s 
beauty, and as the story follows its main char- 
acter, Ricky to Puerto Rico to spend time 
with his absentee father, audiences witness 
the island’s splendor as well. 

While exploring the natural beauty of both 
locations, Jimenez Elores also wanted to give 
the characters and story an organic feel, which 
is why he chose to work without a script. 


“The talent from Chicago, they are all non- 
actors,” Jimenez Elores said. “Because I was 
using actors with limited experience or zero 
experience, I chose to do the story without a 
script.” 

Jimenez Elores believes that had he handed 
a script to first-time actors like Roberto Perez 
Perez, who played the lead character, Ricky, it 
would have been overwhelming. It was a pro- 
cess Perez Perez appreciated. 

“There was no way I was going to memorize 
a script,” Perez Perez said. “IJimenez Elores] 
gave me the guide but he also believed in me, 
which is really something that I needed be- 
cause he believed in me even when I didn’t.” 

“He’s amazing because he gives us actors the 
freedom to just play with the role and he lis- 
tens,” said Darlene VazqueteUes, a Puerto Ri- 
can actor who played the female lead, Mayra. 

This trust between Jimenez Elores and his 
actors changed the course of the film when 
VazqueteUes, who had worked with Jimenez 
Elores previously, proposed a new ending. 

“If my actor has totally invested themselves 
into the character 100 percent and it feels 
natural for them to go a different route than 
I had mapped, then I have to make a deci- 
sion,” Jimenez Elores said. “It turned out to 
be great.” 

Along with providing his actors a sense of 
freedom, Jimenez Elores had a similar mission 
to Alcaraz in attempting to break the Holly- 
wood mold for Latinos. 

“I have a responsibility as a storyteller to 
tell the most accurate stories,” he said. “Why 
is it every time I see a Puerto Rican, why do 
they have to be a gangbanger or drug addict?

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Efron and Rogen form 
a fraternity of dude

A glance across the room at an awkward Hol- 
lywood awards show party first united Zac 
Efron and Seth Rogen. 

“It was kind of a longing look,” Rogen said, 
recalling their first conversation. 

“You can’t come out and say it, but I was 
like, ‘Dude, I’d ... die to work with you,’ ” 
Efron said. “I was kind of imploring him. As 
a dude growing up in today’s world, Seth is 
someone who I always really related to.” 

At 32, Rogen has built his career as an actor, 
writer and producer around an amiable slack- 
er persona in such comedies as “Knocked Up” 
and “Pineapple Express.” At 26, Efron built 
his as a heartthrob in “High School Musical,” 
“Hairspray” and “17 Again.” 

In real life, these two young actors also are 
facing different stages of life: Efron, the buff, 
fresh-faced one, is recently out of rehab and 
trying to establish a career as an adult while 
Rogen, the R-rated comedy king and notori- 
ous pothead, is a busy married producer of his 
own films. 

Now (mostly) grown up and quite suc- 
cessful in their own ways, the two serve as 
each other’s foils in “Neighbors,” an ‘Animal 
House”-style comedy in which Rogen plays 
Mac, a sleep-deprived new dad forced to 
confront his changing lifestyle when Efron’s 
Teddy and his hard-partying fraternity move 
in next door. 

Eor Efron, working within Rogen’s man- 
boy realm was actually an opportunity for 
growth. 

“Everyone’s getting old with me,” Rogen 
said. “One of the things I’m most happy about 
with {“Neighbors”} is that I’m able to be true 
to who I am as a person who is maturing and 
at the same time make a movie that is as im- 
mature as the rest of my career. ... In real life 
I relate much more to my guy than his guy, 
which is a sign of the times, man.” 

Rogen produced “Neighbors,” which is di- 
rected by Nicholas Stoller (“Eorgetting Sarah 
Marshall”) and written by Andrew J. Cohen 
and Brendan O’Brien, and which opened 
No. I at the box office last weekend, raking in 
$49 million. Initially conceived with Teddy as 
a clear-cut bad guy the movie evolved to give 
the character more nuance, Rogen said, at 
Efron’s behest. 

“Zac was like, ‘Erat guys have to like this 
movie,’ and that honestly wasn’t something 
that had occurred to us,” Rogen said. “We 
were very much in the mind-set of, we’re all 



nerdy comedy writery guys. It’s definitely in 
our instinct to explicitly villainize the frat. 
Zac came up with ideas of reinforcing broth- 
erhood ... ’cause you know a lot of frat guys, 
right?” 

Efron does, indeed, know a lot of frat guys, 
though neither he nor Rogen went to college. 
“I know a dude who is a lot like Teddy but 
who would take a bullet for me,” Efron said. 
‘And that was the fun part for me to examine 
was how seriously could I take these guys. ... I 
wanted guys who are in fraternities to be like, 
‘... yeah!’ I hope every fraternity would be glad 
to see this.” 

On set, Efron slipped into the improvisa- 
tion-based world of Rogen’s films, where the 
director, writers and actors blurt out suggest- 
ed punch lines. 

“You have to be ready to hear brilliance and 
not break character,” he said. 

“Or not brilliance, mostly,” Rogen said. 
“You just have to be ready to hear words and 
repeat them. Trust is the hardest thing people 
have with it. A lot of actors like to be really in 
control of their performances so even if the 
worst editor and the worst director of all time 
were making the movie, they would retain 
what they wanted to do.” 

‘After the first scene we filmed, I was like, 
‘I’m just gonna commit to something, but not 
know necessarily what it is,’ ” Efron said. 

“Which is a good, confident play” 
Rogen said. 
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'Biggest Loser’s* Harper wants to get you moving 


You've heard about 
how NBC’s “The 
Biggest Loser” has 
changed the lives of 
many of its contes- 
tants. Many have lost 
a substantial amount 
of weight and kept 
if off, regaining their 
happiness in the pro- 
cess. In the case of for- 
mer “Biggest Loser” 
winner and Wheeling 
native Danni Allen, 
she opened OneiOne 
yoga studio in Evanston. But this isn’t about 
the contestants. It’s about how the tear-jerk- 
er reality show changed the life of one of its 
trainers. 

Bob Harper was ready to leave his career 
as a trainer after a decade in the industry He 
had worked with celebrities— including El- 
len DeGeneres, Gwyneth Paltrow and Ben 
Stiller— and felt he had gone as far as he was 
going to go. The Nashville, Tenn., native had 


become so interested in photography that he 
was saving up to move to New York, where he 
figured he would start as an intern and work 
his way up. 

That’s when destiny (or just plain old dumb 
luck) intervened. Harper scored an audition 
for a role as a trainer on a new weight-loss 
reality show Once he landed one of the two 
trainer positions along with Jillian Michaels, 
he decided to stay put in L.A. and see where 
the show would take him. 

“That was my sign that the universe still 
wants me in this {field} a while longer,” said 
Harper over the phone last week. 

Harper will host Self magazine’s Workout 
in the Park on Saturday at Grant Park’s But- 
ler Eield. The event will feature yoga, pilates, 
crossfit classes and beauty consultations. 
He’ll also sign copies of his new book, “Skinny 
Meals,” at the event. 

Since joining “Biggest Loser,” Harper has 
written four books and started working on a 
fifth, which will revolve around fixing poor 
habits. Of course. Harper also has a bunch of 
workout DVDs to his name — so many that

he’s lost count. (He guessed it’s somewhere 
around 15.) Because fitness is such an over- 
crowded market. Harper is well aware all of 
this likely wouldn’t have been possible with- 
out “Biggest Loser.” 

“I feel like it’s way harder to get someone 
to take a chance on you unless you have some 
sort of public {recognition},” he said. “This 
show has given me the platform to reach out 
to people and get them interested in nutrition 
and moving around.” 

The downside of this fame, according to 
Harper, is that he doesn’t have as much pri- 
vacy as he used to have. (It had been rumored 
that Harper is gay, but he didn’t confirm it 
until a “Biggest Loser” episode that aired in 
November.) He also said that his job does at 



times feel like, well, a job. 

“The work schedule can get monotonous,” 
Harper said. “But at the end of the day my 
main objective is to help people. If that means 
having to work 15-plus hours a day it all bal- 
ances itself out.”

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Thursday night is 
prime Rhimes time

ABC is turning over its most valuable real es- 
tate to its proven hit-maker, Shonda Rhimes. 

This fall, three hour-long dramas created 
by Rhimes will run back-to-back-to-back on 
Thursday night: “Gre/s Anatomy” “Scandal” 
and her latest creation: “How to Get Away 
With Murder,” starring Academy Award nom- 
inee Viola Davis, in the lo p.m. slot. The move 
makes the idea of Shondaland, the name of 
her production company a reality on the al- 
phabet network. 

Paul Lee, president of ABC Entertainment, 
on Tuesday touted Rhimes as the “new presi- 
dent of entertainment on Thursday nights” as 
he pitched the network’s upcoming season at 
Lincoln Center. The hourlong-plus presenta- 
tion is part of the upfronts, an annual ritual 
where the broadcast networks put on splashy 
events to sell ad time to media buyers. 

“I call her the Charles Dickens of the 
2ist century” added Lee, who is British. “If 
Charles Dickens was black and a woman.” 

The network—whichispoised to end the sea- 
son in fourth place among the advertiser-pre- 
ferred demographic of viewers ages i8 to 49 — 
needs to field a strong new hit. This is the 
third year the network has finished fourth in 
that category among the Big Four networks. 

But ABC should finish the season in third 
place among total viewers, averaging 7.5 mil- 


lion viewers in prime time. During the pre- 
sentation, the network’s late-night host Jim- 
my Kimmel poked fun at a slip that Lee made, 
claiming the network had been No. i for the 
last four years —he actually meant weeks. 

“The ABC I work at is not in first place,” 
Kimmel told the crowd. “In fact, we might 
need to crash on your couch.” 

Only two dramas are returning from this 
year’s freshman class— “Resurrection” and 
“Marvel’s Agents of S.H.I.E.L.D”— and only 
one comedy— “The Goldbergs.” The high num- 
ber of misfires means a load of new shows for 
the 2014-15 season. Four new comedies and two 
new dramas will roll out in the fall, with an ad- 
ditional six new programs slated for midseason. 

The network still has its bright spots. It can 
boast that it reaches one of the most affluent 
audiences in television. It also delivers more 
women than any other broadcast network, 
with its textured dramas that feature strong fe- 
male characters. The network has positioned 
itself as the estrogen bookend to another Dis- 
ney property— testosterone-heavy ESPN. 

Seven of its entertainment shows regularly 
rank in Nielsen’s Top 20 broadcast programs, 
most notably Rhimes’ longrunning medical 
soap “Grey’s Anatomy” The show also re- 
mains broadcast’s No. i drama among viewers 
younger than 50, while Rhimes’ “Scandal” is 
still keeping water coolers steamy
